In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants were informed of the various inconsistencies associated 
with the terms recited in claim 1. For example, claim 1, Iine2 recites wherein "each peptide is linked to the DNA 
construct," however there are multiple peptides recited in part (a) of the claim. Moreover, part (a) of the claim recites 
wherein the DNA encodes a peptide "capable of non-covalently binding to said DNA target sequence." It is unclear if 
the terms "linked" and capable of non-covalently binding are intended to encompass the same scope. Furthermore, 
Applicants where informed that line 9 recites "wherein said DNA construct and encoded protein are selected to have 
cis-activity," however this statement is inconsistent with lines 1-8, which only recite wherein said DNA construct 
encodes a peptide, not a protein. 

In regards to the Schatz et al. reference, the examiner maintained that Figure 1 of this reference discloses wherein the 
encoded fusion protein comprising a random peptide binds to the vector from which is it expressed in a "cis" manner. 
Additionally, in regards to Applicant's argument that Schatz et al. does not teach an "in vitro" method, the examiner 
maintained that Applicant's must clarify that the scope of the term "in vitro" is specifically limited to wherein the method 
is practiced outside of a host cell, i.e. in an "acellular" environment.
